Parsons Story. 


Paisons tells the -following story of 


the wreck:

"The 
wreck 
occurred 
at 
1:35 


o'clock this morning two miles west 
of Willard, Kan. At least twenty per- 
sons were killed while several others 
were fatally, and a 
large 
number 


slightly injured. Two cars filled with 
passengers were demolished, both lo- 
comotives were destroyed and 
four 


carloads of stock torn to pieces and 
dozens of dead animals strewn over 
the right-oJ-way. 


"Both trains were running at 
a 


speed of from 15 to 25 miles an hour, 
and when the engines met they were1 


welded together 1>y the t.errlffic 
im- 


pact. The engineer and fireman on 
the freight escaped without Injury by 
jumping. -The fireman on the passer,- 
ger train was seriously injured, but 
the engineer escaped. 


"It was in tbe third car of the pas- 


senger train, the first coach having 
been preceded by a smoker and bag- 
gage car, that the- greatest loss of life 
occurred. The smoker, which was oc- 
cupied by only two or three men, was 
overturned, and pushed through tbe 
car behind it which was crowded with 
passengers, some standing in the 
aisle. The first warning given the pas- 
sengers in this car was when the sud- 
den setting of air brakes shut off tho 
lights, leaving all In darkness. 


"A moment later a mass of splinter- 


eel wood and iron was crowded down 
upon then. No one was thrown out 
of ^helr seat by the blow. Most of 
those in. the forward end of the car 
were killed instantly. Those In tho 
rear end <rf the car, however, succeed- 
ed In escaping from that end of the 
car which w*t'still unobstructed. No 
one In the front half ot the car es- 
caped. They were crushed flown by 
the smoker. Wh«& rescue was finally 
possible, only three living 
poriona 


were taken out b& the rescuers, who 
were compelled to chop holes In the 
•M« and through the floor and top of 
the coach to reach then. 


"Th* t'aree rescued from this por- 


tion were a man, a small girl and a 
middle aged woman, who were moan- 
ing and tagging to be taken out. 


"One BM, hurt Internally, was re- 


.moved through the rear door within 


j five minutes after the collision, but 
Idled almost as soon as the rescuers 
j could lay him down. A woman died 
(two hours later while trying to tell 
; a physician her name. A dosen men 
[bad worked on the place where she 
| seemed to be, before she was extri- 
! cated.

"Bonnie Martin, a girl 11 years old, 


fwas pinned down, between .the .two 
| cars, the heavy stove resting on one 
; foot. Her cries attracted the rescuers 
| and men, many cf whom bleeding from 


: wounds about tbe face and arms, work- 
led heroically to get her out. It took 
Itwo hours of steady work to relieve 
iher. When she was taken out, she 


) addressed a doctor who was bending 


i over her as "papa." 
The physician 


did not have the heart to tell her 
that she was an orphan, her father 
and mother having been killed. 


"Mr. Martin was killed instantly, 


and Mrs. Martin died ten minutes af- 
ter being taken from the wreck. The 
child 'was suffering with a broken 
.ankle, where the heavy stove fell OE 
her, and severe scalp contusions. She 
was. put to sleep by a hypodermic In- 
jection to relieve tbe pain. A dozen 
or more Topcka physicians arrived at 
the scene on the relief train from To- 
peka, as soon as a brakeman could 
run to WHIard and notify headquart- 
erg. The physician went to work re- 
lieving the injured and made no at' 
tempt for the time being to remove 
the crushed and 
disfigured 
bodies 


from the debris. After daylight, tbe 
work of removing the bodies began, 
The eng|qer of the wrecking 
train 


wsupled onto the two cars, a steeper 
and chair car, which were uninjured, 
fHitftftfled back to Topcka. with tV.'?

The entire sides of tbe car had been 


chopped away when the 
work 
was 


completed. Occasionally the rescuers 
would desist upon an alarm 
being 


raised by watchers who declared thai; 
the chopping away of the coach was 
causing It to fall. So terrific was the 
force of the collision that the smoker 
left th« trucks in Its backward rush. 
leaving the trucks still upon the track. 
Not a, wheel in the entire passenger 
train seemed to be off the track. 


The freight train fared differently. 


The four cars immediately behind the 
engine, were crushed into kindling. 
Dead and dying cattlo HUered 
the 


right of way, while many wb'ch had 
escaped injuries ran about. 


"One of the passengers in the sleep- 


ers, was a young physician who walk- 
ed with a crutch as the result of some 
spinal trouble. He was thrown down 
and slightly injured, but was the first 
man to emerge from the sleejior and 
Immediately began aiding the in jut at. 
He had a portion of the chair car atrl 
the berths in the sleeper cleared, and 
to them, tbe victims were carried. 


"The young doctor found a fireman 


who was injured in the leg. An artery 
wai broken, and he took it up with a 
pe-.knifii and tied it 
with a cord, 


probably preventing the fireman from 
bleeding to dceth. He performed in- 
numerable actions of a like nature be- 
fore the arrival of the Topcka 
' 


"None cf the trainmen seemed to 


know fiio was to blame for 
the 


wik. The El Paso train left Topcka 


absnt thirty minutes late and the in- 
jured conductor, as he lay in a steep- 
er birth, said he had the right of way 
and thut the cattle train had no ex- 
cuse for being on the main linn. 


"He said that it should have wait- 


ed for the passenger train at Maplo 
Hill, ill miles ifest of WHIard. The 
El Pas j train did not stop •« WHIard. 
and was making up lost time. At 
the point where the ^rock occurred 
there If a curve in the track, and the 
engineers on the two tra>^« barely 
had time Vi set the air bnUics and 
Jump before the crash came. 


"Those o;i the passenger train had 


llttls warning. The loud hiss of air 
brakes was followed Almost Instantly 
by the crashing sound of telescoping 


cars. Soon after ifce gnwaiac and 
shrieks o' the faitwod, the *unrivors 
began to crow! vir aver the wrecked 
seats. 
Many ot: tbo»e wio eacaped 


injury were stm|ed and uuMe for 
a liar 2 to realise -the lituatioa. stood 
around helpless, *rbilc others began 
nsing a 1 the toolji at hand and re- 
sorting to wooden levers and pieces 
of scrap iron to bleak open tke death 
trap.

been so alarming. Ths ice is gorged 
at intervals for nsarly fifty miles. 
Almost continuously from Tarentum 
to Templcton, a distance of about 53 
miles, the river bed is dotted with 
gorges ranging from- five to fifteen feet 
In height. Prom Kittanning to Tern- 
pleton the center of the river is a 
great ridge of Ico five feet high, while 
from Ridge to bank, the river is fros- 
en solidly with thirteen inches of ice 
The oldest river men In this section 
say they have never seen the river in 
as dangerous a condition. A sudden 
thaw or rain will break the ice above 
the large gorges 
at Rosston and 


Sprlngdaio and with the mass above 
straining against those gorges all 
property In the vicinity will fcc threat- 
ened. Below this point, the river men 
are in a state of anxiety.

was short. 
The succeeding flights 


rapidly increased in length and at the 
ourth trial a flight of 59 seconds was 
made in which the machine flew a lit- 
le more than a half mile through the 
air and a distance of more than 852 
eel over the ground. Tbe landing 
was due to a slight -error of judgment 
on the part of the operator.

flecting troUfiu and thus blocked the 
curtain.' 


But the skylights were blocked and 


wired so that they could not open. 


"The heat of the flames finally broke 


two panes of the skylight with the re- 
sult that there was escape for tbe 
deadly fumes. 


If the skylights had been entirely 


opened, the flames would have been 
diverted from the auditorium entire-; 
ly. The inspector bitterly arraigned 
the management of the theatre and 
the builders -Who closed the stage sky- 
lights.

sixty-two bushel sacts at a load, two 
men to help load in the field, two to 
store in the cellar, together with tbe 
proprietor and foreman, which consti- 
tuted the working force.
